exicularly the laſt, Auguft 1632, which in tv.cuty days with a 
© Rapid Motion makinggts appearatice in Leo, hurried through 
@all rhe Signs Virgo and Libra, and diſappcar'd in Scorpio, a 
* Sagacious Artiſt might not have given tome [tems of this 
© ſtrange Weather, I will nor determine. Thus far this con- 
ccited Gentleman, who thinks he has hit the Nail on the 
head, and pretends to ſee farther into a Mili-ſtone than we 11- 
literate Almanack-makers can. Theſe are his very words, 
which have been already anſwered by Richard Kerby in his 
Diurnal Speculum for the year 1624. I muſt confeſs *ris no 
caſie matter for the beſt of Aſtrologers to gueſs exattly art the 
Weather : the aforeſaid Author T. T. I preſume, would find 
it a very difficult point, norwithſjanding Ml his Learning and 
Philoſophy, to diſcharge himſelf in ſuch a difficult mattey: «e 
pretend not to Infallt»ility 3 we are bur men, and eyery mo- 
deſt man will acknowledge Humanum'eſt eryzre. But to give 
this perſon ſome fatisfaRion, I affirm this Continzed Froft to

Therefore faith he, 
Prognoſtcations of the Temperatures of the year may be true, 
bur not 1pon particular days. And farther, *twas his judg- 
ment tha the Celeſtial Bodies have other Inflnences beſides 
that of Ggbt and Heat ; he pleads for a Reftification of Aftro- 
logy alſo and then 1t may be called Sound Afrology : I hope 
there arc ſome notable heads at work about the ſame, which -- 
I ſhould be glad to ſec. The aforeſaid Author has givep ſome 
Rules and Dire&ions therein ; and amongſt all the Parts, he 
approve: the Dodrine of Grand Revolutions * Let the greater 
Revolutions be retained, and the leſſer Houſes and Horoſcopes 
calheer'dare h1s own words. And he farther tells us, He doth 
min 0f 4rogy as a Portion of Natural Philoſophy, and yer

Hich are in number three, 233. one of the Sun, and two 
of the Moon. , The firſt of the Moon happens Fune the 
6th, at 40 m. paſt $s. and therefore inviſible ro us, 1n regard 
the Moon 15 not then above our Horizon 3+ but *twill be viſible 
in the South-Eaſt parts, and a great Eclipſe, being at leaſt 18 
digits obſcur'd. e ſecond will be of the Sun, Fune-21. a- 
bout 2@ m. after 285; but by reaſon of the Moons Parallax in 
Longitude, 1t becames inviſible to us; and yer may be ſeen in 
the North-Weſt parrs of the World ar leaſt half eclipſed. The 
third and Ht Eclipſe is of the Moon,Novemb. the 3orh, 28 m. 
- 10 at night, and may be ſeerand obſcrved too, if the Air 
clear : the beginning will be at: 8 h. 23' 50”, the beginning 
of Total Darknets at 9 h. 31' 50”, the end of Total Darknets 
71 h. 26 3s”, andthe final end at 12h. 34' 48” PM. The 
digits celipſed will be ar leaſt 2r. and the whole duration a- 
bout 4 hours and near a quarter---By A{lronomia Infaurata, 
V.W. But by the Britih Tables, the beginning ſhovul:l be at 
8h. 25' 1”, the beginning of Total Darkneſs 9h. 38 2, the 
end of Total Darkneſs 11 h. 27 18”, time of Toral Dark nefs 
ih 45-10", Toral Duration 4 h. 7 22'4 greateft Obſeuration 
oh. 32' 43”. Digits cclipſed 20. 35-25. and therefore he 
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be almoſt central. It falls in the Sign Gemini, the Aſcenday 
of the moors wage Ciry of 'London. What the effects of thy 
Eclipſe may be, has been conſidered (in a general way) in the 
precedent Judgments , but has little or no operation fill the 
year 15386 (or the Winter-Yuarter 1685).
